{REIIny aſſayes many were induced to call evill good,by ſpea- 
ing for it, by not ſpeaking againſt ir, by defending ir as they were 
doers of it; and a buſic ſorr Efending it in othery ng yes 
they bad not done themſelves. By ſu ings ſ 
confuſion vvere mightily increaſed, The people did ran from no- 
velti:s at home to {eek the (ſacrament, where ipht haue *© 
according to the old forme. And although for covering this de- 
formitie,and drawing the miniſters to the courſe intended, it was 
if openly given out,that it was never mcaned,that che pope ſhould
